THE MEMBERS OF PARLIAMENT (ADVAN¬ 
CE FOR THE PURCHASE OF CONVEYANCE) 
RULES, 1986. 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These 
rules may be called the Members of Parliament (Ad¬ 
vance for the Purchase of Conveyance) Rules, 1986. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Maximum amount of advance.—(1) The iua.\t- 
mum amount which may be advanced to a member 
for the purchase of a conveyance shall not exceed 
rupees twenty thousand or the actual price of the 
conveyance, which is intended to be purchased, 
whichever is less : 

Provided that no advance shall be admissible when 
a conveyance has already been purchased and paid 
for in full : 

Provided further that where such payment has 
been made in part, the amount of advance shall be 
limited to the balance to be paid as certified by the 
member. 

(2) The amount of advance under sub-rule { 1 > 
shall be sanctioned in the name of the President and 


authenticated in accordance with the provisions of 
the Authentication (Orders and other Instruments) 
Rules, 1958. 

3. Repayment of Advance.—(1) Recovery of the 
advance granted under rule 2, togetehr with interest 
thereon, shall be made from the salary bill of the 
member concerned in not more than sixty equal 
monthly instalments, which shall not extend beyond 
the tenure of his membership : 

Provided that where the member receiving the 
advance so desires, the Chairman of the Council of 
States or the Speaker of the House of the People, as 
the case may be, may permit recovery of the advance 
to be made in’ lesser number of instalments. 

Explanation.—The amount of the advance to be 
recovered monthly shall be fixed in whole rupees, 
except in the case of last instalment when the re¬ 
maining balance including any fraction of a rupee 
shall be recovered. 

(2) The recovery of advance shall commence with 
the first issue of salary after the advance is drawn. 

(3) Simple interest at the rate fixed by the Cen¬ 
tral Government in relation to advance for purchase 
of conveyance by Government servants shall be char¬ 
ged on the said advance. 

(4) Where a member ceases to be such a member 
before the full repayment of the advance, the out¬ 
standing balance, together with interest thereon, 
shall be paid to the Central Government immediately 
in one lump sum. 

4. Sale of conveyance.—(1) Exceot when n mem¬ 
ber ceases to be such a member, previous sanction 
of the Central Government shall be obtained for the 
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sale by the member ot the conveyance purchased 
with the aid of an advance, it sucn advance, together 
with the interest accrued tnereon, has not been fully 
repaid. 

(2) Where a member wishes to transfei the saia 
conveyance to another memoei, he may be per nil .ted, 
under the orders of the Central Government, to trans¬ 
fer the liaoihty attaching .0 tnat conveyance to i:.e 
latter member provtaed that hie meruuer purchasing 
tlie conveyance records a declatauon that no is aw me 
that the conveyance transferred .o lnm remaas sub¬ 
ject to tlie mortgage bond and mat he is uound oy 
ns terms and provisions. 

(.3) in all cases where a conveyance is sold belcre 
the advance received for its paicuasc, together w..n 
interest thereon, has been fully repu.d. tne sule-pro- 
ceeds must be applied, so far as may be nece>saiy, 
towards the repayment of such outstanding balance : 

Provided that when the conveyance is sold o, ly 
in order that another conveyance may be pnrc.iusim, 
the Central Government may permit tne member .o 
apply the sale proceeds towards such purchase, sub¬ 
ject to the following conditions, namely :— 

(a) the amount outstanding shall not be per¬ 
mitted to exceed me cost cf the new con¬ 
veyance; 

(b) the amount outstanding shall continue to 
be repaid at tne rate previously fixed, a.,d 

(c) the new conveyance s..cd; be ins: ed 
and mortgaged to toe v_eaUul Go crniiiCut. 

5. Period within which negotiations for purdn.se 
of conveyance may be completed. - -A member who 
draws an advance for the purchase ot a conveyance 
shall complete his negotiations ior tne purenasc of, 
and pay finally for, the conveyance vvun.ri one monta 
of the date on which he draw* the ad.ance and fail¬ 
ing such completion of negotiations and final pay¬ 
ment, the full amount of the advance drawn, together 
with interest thereon for one month, JnGi i be refund¬ 
ed by the member to the Central Government. 

6. Execution of agreement.—(j j At un nme of 
drawing the advance, the member shall execute an 
agreement in Form I, and on completing the pur¬ 
chase, he shall further execute a mortgage bond in 
Form II hypothecating the conveyance to the Cen¬ 
tral Government as security for the advance. 

(2) The cost price of the conveyance shall be 
entered in the schedule of specification, ahac'ud to 

the mortgage bond in Form II. 

7. Certificate to the Pay aid Accounts Officer. - 
(1) When an advance is dra ,n, the sanction in r au¬ 
thority shall furnish to the Pay and Accounts Officer 
of the Council of States or, us the ca-c any be, ci 
the House of the People, a certificate that fine Agree¬ 
ment in Form I has been signed by the member draw¬ 
ing the advance and that it has been found to he in 
order 


(2) The sanctioning authority shall see that the 
conveyance is purchased within one month irem life 
date on which the advance is drawn and snail sub¬ 
mit the mortgage bond, uuiy executed by the mem¬ 
ber, promptly to the Pay and Accoums Odium ot the 
Council of btai.es or, as the case may be, oi tne 
House of the People for examination belore final 
record. 

8. Safe custody and cancellation of mortgage 
bond.—(1) The morigage bond shall be kept in tiie 
sate custody of the sanctioning authority. 

(2) When the advance has been fully repaid, the 
bond shall be returned to the menibei concerned, 
duly cancelled, alter obtaining a certificate horn tne 
Pay and Accounts Officer ol the Council of States or, 
as the case may be, of the House ot the People, as 
to the complete repayment ot the advance and inter¬ 
est. 

9. Insurance of conveyance.—i he conveyance 
purchased from the advance shall be insured again si 
full loss by tire, theft and accident and the insurance 
policy shall contain a clause (.as in Form ill) by 
which the insurance company agiees to pay to the 
Central Government instead of tne owner, any sums 
payable in respect of loss or damage to the conve¬ 
yance, which is not made good by repair, reinstate¬ 
ment or replacement.

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Housing and Telephone Facilities (Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament) Rules, 1956 (hereinafter referred 
to as the said rules), for rule 2, the' following rule 
shall be substituted, namely ;— 

’‘2, Facilities of housing etc, to Members—(1) 
Each members shall be entitled without payment of 
rent to housing accommodation in Che form of a flat 
throughout his term of office ; 
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Provided that where a member is allotted housing 
accommodation in the form o? a bungalow at his re¬ 
quest, he shall pay— 

(a) tuU normal refit if he is entitled to such 
accommodation; and 

(b) full normal rent and a non-entitlement 
charge of rupees, five hundred per mensem, 
if he is not so entitled. 

^ Explanation.—For tlie purposes of this sub-rule 
“flat” includes hostel accommodation. 
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(2) Every member shall, in respect of any .accommo¬ 
dation allotted to him under sub-rule (l\ also be 
entitled without payment of charges to the supply of 
water and electricity upto an amount not exceeding 
rupees three hundred per mensem, 

(3) Where in respect of any accommodation refer¬ 
red to in sub-rule (l), rent is payable cn account of 
any improvement or addition made to it or any addi¬ 
tional service provided thereto, it shall be tw T enty-five 
per cent less than the normal rent payable in respect 
of such'improvement, additioi or additional service. 


3. In rule 2A of the said rules, for the words “sarfte 
rate of rent as was payable by”, the words “same 
terms as were applicable to” shall be substituted. 

4. Ia rule 4 of the said rales,— 

(a) in sub-rule (1), for the words “seven thou¬ 
sand five hundred”, the words “fifteen 
thousand” shall be substituted; 

(b) in sub-rule (3), for v the words “seven 
thousand five hundred”, the words “fifteen 

‘thousand” ‘hall be substituted. 


Explanation I.—For the purposes of this sub-ruV 
“iniprovemeiit or addition” means the provision of 
additional accommodation, furniture, table and pedes¬ 
tal fans, table lamps, floor standard lamps, boilers, 
refrigerators, desert coolers and air-conditioning 
units.
